Interior designer Michaela Scherrer has been passionate about striking the right 
balance between simplicity and the continual encroachment of technology in our lives since establishing

ON THE HUNT Michaela found the place in 2001 , at a time when there wasn’t much on the market. furniture is vintage. 

“I started putting notes in letterboxes of homes I liked but to no avail,” she recalls. As luck would have it, 
just as she was about to give up looking she found the perfect house - a single-storey home that dates 


back to 1929. It had been built in a Spanish style as a sanctuary for the mansion next door. “I like homes 


that are still in their original state or modern,” Michaela muses. “It did meet my love for mixing classic 
architecture with natural modern.” One of the main attractions to the house was the large metal-paned 
windows. A guest house, which could be used as a separate office, was a drawcard, too. 

STRIPPING IT BACK However, there had been quite a few alterations to the house over the years. 

In the 1960s it was renovated in a French Regency style. That was when the guest house and a carport ^

had been added. Michaela wasn’t keen on the previous owner’s changes and set about changing the style 
of the place as soon as she had the keys. “I ripped out some of the bad details as the movers were bringing 
in my belongings then piece by piece changed things,” she explains. Most of the structural changes she 
made were in 2003. Her guiding influence was a French modern style or classic modern. 

CHARMING AESTHETIC Simple, pure, natural, organic and minimal are words Michaela uses to describe 
her aesthetic. While she likes to strip places back to their core and keep a neutral palette, she also infuses 
spaces with interesting details and vintage pieces. She enjoys salvaging objects, too. “I spent a month 
at demolished buildings collecting old steel windows,” she comments.

What's the starting point for 
creating a living room with 
a colonial twist?

PROJECT Steel-drum dressing table 
Step 1 Lay dropsheet on ground outside 
and place barrel upside down on sheet. 

Step 2 Spray-paint the drum in your chosen 
colour until you have achieved an even coat 
(we used matte black). Note: do not apply too 
much paint as it will start to drip off. Allow paint 
to dry. Apply a second coat and allow to dry. 
Step 3 Once barrel is dry, use a piece of 
chalk to write your chosen quote. It’s all right 
if you make a mistake, simply wipe chalk 
off with a damp cloth and start again. 

Step 4 Use a medium-size paintbrush 
and a complementary paint colour to paint 
over the chalk quote (we used white). 

Leave a few drips and splashes of paint 
for a graffiti-type feel. Allow paint to dry. 
Alternatively, you could use spray-paint. 

Step 5 Position the barrel against a wall, 
top with your favourite accessories and add 
a mirror. All that’s left to do is make yourself 
look glamorous.

IT MAY BE A PINT-SIZED 50-sq-m cabin, but the outlook is huge, with 360-clegree views of the ocean, mountains 
and bushland. The exquisite surrounding nature was one of the reasons that homeowner Megan de Beyer bought the 
property more than a year ago. As well as the fact a good friend lived nearby, and its close proximity to a thriving city. 

“I longed for a place where I could retreat with friends and my two grown-up sons, and have the kind of conversations 
and catch-up that comes with unlimited time together,” Megan explains.

“As the house was already built, there wasn’t much I could do structurally although it helps 
that it’s slightly elevated off the ground and constructed of wood,” she explains. She added 
a solar backup system for power and used earth-friendly paints throughout. 

In terms of decorating, Megan took a decidedly beachy, minimal slant. “It’s so easy to work 
with the beach palette and the forever-changing blues and greens of the area,” she says. 

“I bought little for the house apart from a few key pieces such as the four-poster double bed 
and an open shelf in the kitchen. The rest was all stuff that I had, or that I recycled or upcycled 
to work here.” Most of all, Megan wanted the space to feel part of its surrounding, so her 
approach was to add few distractions and, rather, create a calm and inviting environment.

[ MEET THE ARCHITECT ] 

WHITING ARCHITECTS 

The duo behind Whiting Architects talk to architeoture and design 
book author Karen MeCartney about their most personal design yet 


Double vision 

Architect Steven Whiting and 
creative director Carole Whiting 
combine their collective skills to 
produce pared-back, sensitive 
spaces with curated interiors. 


TO STATE THE OBVIOUS, we almost always 
think of architecture as a physical building, yet 
what often is most inspiring is the conceptual 
thinking that precedes the first shovel in the 
earth. Take Steven Whiting of Melbourne’s 
Whiting Architects (Whitingarchitects. 
com), in partnership with creative director 
Oarole Whiting, whose description of what 
a family home should be is both emotive and 
practical. “Oreating a home is a very personal 
thing. We need to know and understand the 
people we are designing for. It is like painting 
a portrait,” Steven says. 


In the instance of the Kerferd House 
shown on these pages, they knew their clients 
only too well: it was a project for the Whitings 
themselves and their two teenage daughters, 
Lucy and Millie, and border collies. Panda and 
Scout. The famous Victorian architect and 
architectural commentator Robin Boyd (1919- 
1971) made the point that more than anywhere 
the architect must find full artistic expression 
in the design and execution of his own home, 
and this truism is fulfilled in the Kerferd House. 

The house is situated in the heart of 
Melbourne’s Albert Park - the ultimate in 


cultural and recreational convenience, with all 
the benefits of a village atmosphere. Hence, 
the brief for the house, which in turn defined 
its aesthetic, was “a holiday house for city living”. 

Steven describes the site as the “missing 
tooth” and their creation of an infill building 
completed the existing rooftop topography of 
the area. “It was important to belong without 
replicating,” he says. And this is a concept 
that defines much of the execution. “It is 
a child’s drawing of a house; rectangular, 
pitched roof, high windows, featuring primary 
forms and simple geometry,” Steven says. ^ 
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On another level 

The central, open kitchen houses 
an oversized table that becomes 
a bench-height space when you 
step down to the kitchen level. Most 
of the house has been painted in 
Dulux “Lexicon Quarter”. 


Room with a view 

The glazed section above the kitchen provides 
a visual link to a mezzanine level, allowing 
light in and creating a sense of connectivity. 


And, indeed, while the elements might be 
ubiquitous, there is nothing ordinary about 
the subtle way they are composed and 
considered. Steven regards the form as 
neglected because it has connotations of 
modesty in an age where showy, extravagant 
houses dominate. “The house should be 
a lesson in pride. It helps us to recognise 
the dignity of a style of building that is 
regarded as humble because it has not 
been attended to properly until now,” he says. 

Much of the strength of the building comes, 
paradoxically, through the confines of a tight 
budget driving innovative solutions. “We 
sourced 1930s vintage doors and repurposed 
and reused materials, such as salvaged brick, 
where we could and endeavoured to put 
money where it is best seen,” Carole says. 

For example, recycled plastic joinery and 
a remodelled commercial kitchen cut costs, 
allowing for the budget to stretch to inserting 
windows for northerly light (and views) and 
custom-made joinery such as a window box 
day-bed area adjacent to the master bedroom. 

The internal planning of the space dovetailed 
with this sense of “nothing wasted”. Corridors 
were eliminated. A butler’s pantry hides the 
working elements allowing the kitchen and 
dining space to seamlessly merge and exploit 
the idea of the multipurposing of space. “Every 
inch is dedicated and useful,” Steven says. 

What is remarkable, and different, about 
Whiting Architects is the breakdown of skills 
so that the interiors play to the architectural 
strength, and vice versa, resulting in a form 
of creative cross-pollination. “We use external 
and internal ‘box forms’ as an ordering device: 
they clad, screen and define specific areas 
and break down the facade. Internally they 
support kitchen appliances, house clothing 
and conceal walls and services. They provide 
a unifying theme, binding the interior and 
exterior,” Steven says. ^ 
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Feeling clad 

In the kitchen, the walls and cabinet 
doors are clad in pine boards painted 
white. The doors feature fingerpulls 
instead of handles for a clean finish.

Yet even he, as an architect, acknowledges that while structure has its place, 
it’s the power of the interior spaces that define daily life, and it is the deft touch 
of Carole with materials, textures and placement that makes the space a home. 

She is careful not to clutter - “I particularly like the no-fuss style of the Scandinavians 
and Japanese,” she says - but brings textural warmth through judicious use of 
timber, overscale knitting and expressive artworks. The details matter. The lack 
of handles on the kitchen cupboards points to a pared-back visual approach where 
unnecessary clutter is avoided and distraction minimised. Her preference is for 
a monochromatic base that can be personalised. 

“It is not about making a massive statement,” Carole says. “It is, however, about 
finding the balance between simplicity and warmth and creating a sense of home.” o

O Place vegetable shortening, 
flour and salt in food processor.

(For example, 2 mins on each 
side for medium-rare.) After flipping 
patties, add chipotle onions to pan 
and cook for a further min. When 
patties are cooked to your liking, 
remove from pan along with chipotle 
onions. Let patties rest for 1 to 2 mins, 
d Heat remaining oil in frying pan 
over low heat. Add a pinch of habahero 
chilli flakes and cook for 30 secs. 
Crack eggs into pan, on top of chilli 
flakes, and fry until whites have set. 
O Toast burger buns under grill.

POTATO & 

CORN SALSA

Vo. white onion, diced 

O Cook corn in large saucepan of 
boiling water for 10 to 12 mins. Drain 
and allow to cool. Use sharp knife 
to slice off corn kernels. Set aside. 
0 Heat canola oil in frying pan 
over low-medium heat. Fry 
potatoes, stirring occasionally, for 
15 mins or until crispy. Remove from 
heat and sprinkle over some salt. 

Q Combine ginger, olive oil 
and lemon juice in small bowl. 

O Place all ingredients in large 
bowl and mix to combine. Add 
more lemon juice if needed. Serve. 


JALAPENO 

You’re probably already 
familiar with the jalapeho. 

Most supermarkets sell jars 
of piokled jalapehos, whioh 
are great in burgers, taoos and 
pretty muoh anything you want 
to add a spioy kiok to. Fresh 
jalapehos are a vibrant green 
but ohange to a deep red when 
fully ripe, and are great in fresh 
salsas and salads. We have 
often seen fresh jalapehos, 
when they’re in season, at the 
looal supermarket - so keep 
an eye out for them. 

CHIPOTLE 

A chipotle is a dried, smoked 
jalapeho. Chipotles have an 
awesome, intensely smoky 
aroma and flavour and, 
using just a little, oan add 
amazing depth to a dish. 

CHIPOTLE EN ADOBO 

Chipotle en adobo is simply 
a ohipotle marinated in a 
tomato-based sauoe, but 
the flavour is out of this world 
- it’s smoky, spioy, rioh, earthy, 
tomatoey. A small amount is all 
you need to transform a dish. 

HABANERO 

The habahero is a legend 
among ohillies - it’s one of 
the hottest ohillies in the world. 
Habaheros are so fiery that 
your hands will burn for days 
if you don’t use gloves when 
preparing them, so make 
sure you do! They also have 
quite a fruity, oitrusy flavour 
so they oan really lift a salsa. 

GUAJILLOS 

Guajillos are dried mirasol 
ohillies. Waxy-skinned and 
reddish/burgundy in oolour, 
they’re used in all sorts 
of Mexioan dishes. With 
a moderate heat and earthy, 
slightly tart flavour, they add 
another dimension to sauoes 
and oooked salsas. 

ANCHOS 

These meaty, deep reddish- 
brown ohillies are hot, but also 
quite sweet. They’re dried 
poblano ohillies and are one 
of the most oommonly used 
ohillies in Mexioan dishes. 

CHILE BE ARBOL 

Chile de arbol is a super-hot, 
long, thin red ohilli. It is often 
ground up and used in 
oondiments, salsas and 
seasonings. 




BARBECUED 
GOAT RIBS 

Serves 4 

Prep time 5 mins 

Cooking time 6 hrs 

Equipment Sharp knife; chopping 
board; roasting pan; small bowl; 
kitchen spoon; basting brush 

2 X 600g goat rib sections 
Salt 

1 cup water 

1 ruby grapefruit, pith removed, 
cut into 1cm-thick slices 
1 white onion, sliced thinly 
8 corn or flour tortillas, warmed 
(see page 148) 

Barbecue sauce 
y 2 cup Worcestershire sauce 
y 2 cup lightly packed brown sugar 
% cup Dijon mustard 
% cup water 

O Preheat oven to 140°C 
(120°C fan). 

0 Rub skin side of the ribs with 
a little salt. Place ribs in roasting pan 
and pour in water. Roast in oven for 
6 hrs, topping up water as required. 
O Make barbecue sauce 
Place all ingredients in small bowl 
and mix with spoon to combine. 

0 Baste ribs with sauce every 
20 mins during the last 1 hr of roasting. 
O Remove ribs from oven and 
allow to rest for 10 mins. Slice into 
individual rib pieces and serve with 
grapefruit, onion and tortillas. ^ 
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DONUTS 

Makes 12 to 14 
Prep time 25 mins 
+ 2hrs 40mins proving 
Cooking time 15 mins 

Equipment 2 large bowls; whisk; 
cling wrap; stand mixer with dough 
hook; rolling pin; cookie or donut 
cutter; apple corer; baking paper; 
heavy-based saucepan; thermometer; 
slotted spoon; wire rack 

1 cup warm water 

1 egg 

1 % tbsp dried yeast 
4 cups plain flour, plus extra 
for dusting 
y 2 tsp salt 

2 tsp vanilla extract 
40g butter, softened 
Vegetable shortening or Copha, 
for frying 

O Piace water, egg, 1 tsp yeast 
and 172 cups flour in large bowl and 
whisk until smooth. Cover with cling 
wrap and let stand in a warm place 
for 1 hr or until small bubbles start 
appearing on the surface. 

O Add remaining flour and yeast, 
plus sugar, milk, salt and vanilla. 


Transfer to stand mixer and mix with 
dough hook for 8 min on low speed. 
While the motor is running, add 
butter. Mix for a further 2 to 3 mins, 
or until butter is combined and the 
dough forms a smooth ball. 

6 Transfer mixture to a lightly 
oiled bowl and set aside in a warm 
place for 1 hr, or until dough has 
doubled in size. 

Q Roll out dough on a lightly 
floured work surface until 1cm thick. 
Cut 12 to 14 rounds using a round 
cookie or donut cutter. If required, 
punch out a hole in the centre of 
each donut using apple corer. 

O Place donuts on a lightly floured 
sheet of baking paper. Cover loosely 
with cling wrap and set aside for 
a further 30 to 40 mins, or until 
dough rings have doubled in size. 

Q Heat vegetable shortening or 
Copha in saucepan to 170°C to 
180°C, or until a cube of bread 
dropped into the shortening turns 
golden brown in 15 secs. 

Q Fry donuts 2 at a time for about 
50 secs on each side. Remove with 
slotted spoon and allow to cool on 
wire rack. Decorate with glaze of 
your choice (see rest of page).

2 cups icing sugar 

1 tsp green food dye 

2 tsp peppermint extract 
150g dark cooking chocolate 
Donuts (see recipe, left) 

O Place eggwhite and icing sugar 
in bowl and whisk until combined. 

O Add food dye and peppermint 
essence and continue to whisk until 
you can drizzle lines of the mixture, 
using a spoon, which don’t instantly 
disappear back into the mixture. 

If the mixture is too runny, add 
a touch more icing sugar. 

O Fill piping bag with icing mixture 
and pipe long lines onto a sheet 
of baking paper. Allow icing to dry 
overnight. Once mixture has set, 
cut lines into small sprinkles.

On South Australia’s Limestone Coast, lighting designer Hugh Altschwager 
builds a “simple but functional” hut entirely out of reclaimed materials

SITTING QUIETLY ON South Australia’s Limestone Coast is this patchwork-style hut. It’s not a farmer’s house or a 
shearing shed. Instead, it is “a place for friends and family to hang out and eat, drink and talk”, says its owner/builder 
Hugh Altschwager, who is also a lighting designer (lnkstermaken.com). Built into a hillside on his family’s farm, the hut 
has million-dollar views looking out over Lake Bonney and Canundra National Park. The cool thing is, it didn’t cost a 
million dollars to build - it’s made from reclaimed materials that Hugh salvaged from the farm and surrounding properties. 

It took Hugh seven years to complete the rustic retreat, doing most of the work during his uni holidays. “I couldn’t design 
the building completely first as I didn’t know exactly where the next materials were coming from, or what they even 
looked like,” Hugh says. “It was a process of ‘design by restriction’. Design and form evolved slowly as it was being built.” 

The hut faces north with double doors leading out onto a deck. Inside, there’s a dining area, a woodfire oven and 
a kitchen sink. Hugh built all the furniture, too. The floor was constructed using random-sized limestone blocks. “It was 
like a giant game of Tetris,” Hugh says. A small generator is used to power the lights and stereo, but other than that the 
hut is completely self-sufficient. With 360-degree views and the odd sheep or two wandering past, you really don’t need 
much more. “The best time to be here is on a calm autumn night, when the sun hits the hills, a roast is in the woodfire 
oven and some good tunes are playing in the background,” Hugh says, o 
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Natural warmth 


A built-in woodfire oven is the 


hut’s only form of heating - it 
also heats rainwater through 
a oopper pipe whioh is laid 
around the outside of the oven. 
A small hatch door provides 
easy assess to firewood.

Afternoon light 

From the hut you oan just see the 
ooean through the low parts of the 
hills. The farm’s main homestead 
is a 15-minute drive from the hut. 
“So it’s oompletely out on its own,” 
Flugh says. Ahh, the good life!
